STONE PRESERVATION 


ETTERING cut in most stones has a very short 

life in exposed or industrial atmospheres. Granite 
and slate though durable are not always acceptable. 
Professor John Anderson, of Glasgow University, 
who died in 1796 had strong views on the perpetuation 
of his memory and the durability of Kilsyth freestone. 
He left instructions that his tombstone should be 
made of this material. After the lettering was cut 
it was to be soaked in hot linseed oil and then heated 
before a furnace. Whether this is regarded as good 
practice in these days | do not know but the fact is

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that when other stones of equal age are no longer 
legible his is as clear as the day it was set up. There 
may have been something in that idea of boiling the 
Menai Bridge in wine after all. 


HOPTON WOOD 


NE of the nicest trade publications | have seen 

recently is a book produced by the Hopton 
Wood Stone Firms. The text desc ribes the geology 
of the stone and its place in the work architects 
and craftsmen. The book is illustrated with excellent 
photographs of quarries, workshops and executed 
work. 


THE GENERAL POST OFFICE 


A* one of the few Government Departments making 
a profit, the G.P.O. should command our 
respect even if we are at the bottom of the list for a 
telephone. Our telephone system is sometimes 
severely criticised but in my experience it is very 
efficient once you have got instrument and wire 
connected. I have always found the inanimate part 
satisfactory and the voices helpful and polite. I re- 
member particularly someone on the continental 
exchange who, in an emergency, took me for a tour 
of all the best hotels in the Northern capitals. 

On the other hand the people behind the counter 
are quite another piece of open-work knitting. They 
vary like the pens they supply. No doubt they have 
a lot to put up with but I should have thought that 
the fiendish joy of stamping on pads and letters would 
have sweetened anyone’s temper. The great majority 
are polite but there are exceptions. 

On the design front the G.P.O. has a respectable 
if conservative record. You can probably guess what 
1 think about post office and telephone exchange 
architecture—but I must not so soon break one of my 
New Year resolutions ! 

If you want facts about the G.P.O. during the past 
year you will find a hundred pages of them sandwiched 
between photographs of the P.M.G. and his Assistant 
in “Post Office 1950.’” H.M.S.O. 2s. 6d. 


MOCK ARBITRATION 


NE of my agents spent a pleasant and instructive 

evening recently with the Surrey Branch of the 
Faculty of Architects and Surveyors and the Faculty of 
Surveyors of England. After dinner at the Greyhound 
Hotel, Sutton, the evening’s business took the form 
of a mock arbitration founded on the well-known case 
of “Jago v. Swillerton & Toomer,” in the book by 
H. B. Creswell. 

Real Counsel were briefed and there was no re- 
hearsal. The case you may remember concerned the 
maple floor of a village hall and its peculiar behaviour 
after swelling and being galloped over at a dance. 
The weight and caperings of the dancers were alleged 
straightened the floor and pushed out the walls 
immediately above the damp course. 

Cross-examination was in an after-dinner vein but 
searching enough and resulted in the exoneration of 
architects and builders. 

Two lessons were learned, first, keep away from the 
law and second, if called as a witness, whether expert 
or as to fact, be brief and to the point. 

Mr. Creswell was present and told my agent that 
the story was based on an incident in many respects 
similar which happened on a job of his between 
forty and fifty years ago. 

Perhaps the organisers will be encouraged by their 
success to stage another case based on some post-war 
problem of building legislation. 


L.C.C. FLATS—-PUTNEY AND WIMBLEDON 


HE plans of the flats in the “point houses”’ of the 
new schemes seem to me to be models of their 
kind and a very great improvement on continental 
varieties. I am however not convinced that a bed- 
room window should extend the whole width of the 
room. Compared with the maisonettes the flats 
seem to have too much glass. If this has been done 
to provide satisfactory elevations it is naughty. 
Naughtier than building Neo-Georgian post offices. 
High blocks of flats are disliked by tenants, and 
that is a fact. Architecturally they look fine and for 
the good of the countryside they are essential but 
houses are more popular. Elisabeth Denby, | think 
it was, once remarked that architects who designed 
flats always chose Georgian villas for themselves. I 
like the L.C.C. Scheme; it has variety and although 
there is plenty of open space the blocks are conveniently

sited. Lam not happy about the main elevation of the 
point houses. The alternate strips of glass and solid 
in the same plane do not seem satisfactory or properly 
related to the heavy penetration—-lI believe it is called 
of the balconies. Structurally the flats are excellently 
worked out but the planning of the escape stairs with 
their doors less than ten feet from the main stairs is 
one of those quirks of the Means of Escape Depart- 
ment which baffles me. The planning of the super- 
imposed maisonettes is extremely neat, largely due to 
the central position of the staircases which are 
apparently unlighted. 

After a closer look at the scheme I am more than 
ever convinced that the L.C.C. are on the right track. 


THE COST OF BUILDING 


HE Central Cottage Improvement Society, Lon- 

don, published figures in 1865 showing that the 
cost of building dwellings was about 3d. per foot cube. 
The cost of building four- roomed cottages varied 
from about £160 to £220 per pair, and one of five 
rooms was built on Exmoor for £60. The largest 
room was 15 ft. by 13 ft. Even allowing for modern 
services and equipment it is sobering to compare 
these figures with the predicted price of £699 per 
room of the proposed L.C.C. flats at Putney. 
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PARLIAMENT 
Prospect of More Houses 


A question by Mr. Ervine to the 
Minister of Health on December 15, 
gave Mr. Bevan the opportunity to state 
that now that both sides of the building 
industry had given their active support 
to the adoption of incentive bonus 
schemes on house building it was 
reasonable to look forward to more 
rapid progress and to a reduction in 
cost. It should, therefore, be possible 
to obtain more houses for the same 
amount of capital expenditure; it con- 
tinued to be the policy of the Govern- 
ment to build as many houses as could 
be built within the money limits set by 
the capital investment programme and 
the available supplies of materials. 

Mr. De la Bere asked the Minister 
whether, in view of the fact that many 
of the controls imposed on the erection 
of private dwellings were delaying the 
erection of houses, he would hold a 
public inquiry to determine what changes 
were called for to expedite the building 
of private houses throughout the 
country. 

Mr. Bevan's reply was that he did 
not accept the implication in the first 
part of the question. 


Metropolitan Needs 


Mr. Sorenson asked the Minister of 


Health, in view of the certainty that no 
further land would be available in the 
near future for house-building in Ley- 
ton and similar extra-metropolitan 
boroughs, what steps he had considered 
taking to consolidate inter-borough lists 
of housing applicants in order that 
priority and urgency cases could be 
considered for rehousing over a wider 
area than the municipal areas in which 
the applicants now live. (Dec. 14.) 

Mr. Bevan replied: | am aware of the 
shortage of land within these boroughs 
and | am promoting discussions as to 
availability of housing sites elsewhere 
with representatives of the boroughs 
and of the Essex County Council. 
Arrangements of the kind suggested for 
the allocation of tenancies of houses are 
matters for the local authorities con- 
cerned, but advice bearing on this subject 
is contained in the Report I have issued 
recently from my Central Housing 
Advisory Committee. 

In a further reply to Mr. Sorenson 
Mr. Bevan stated that the London 
County Council erected 25,881 dwellings 
bearing subsidy in Essex under their 
pre-war programme, and had built 
9,629 there since the war; 4,288 dwell- 
ings were under construction and a 
further 7,410 were projected. 


Distribution of Labour

The Chairman of the Central Land 
Board has reported to me that examina- 
tion of the claims under Part VI of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, 
discloses that one of the provisions of 
Section 62 (1) is giving rise to serious 
anomalies in some cases. 

It may happen that a piece of land, 
Owing to its proximity to land developed 
in a particular way, such as an isolated 
factory, may have had a high value 
before the Act for the purpose of ex- 
tending that development, but apart 
from the prospect of that special develop- 
ment, had little value save for the pur- 
poses to which it was actually being put. 

Sub-section (1) of Section 62 of the 
Town and Country Planning Act pro- 
vides that Rules (2), (3) and (4) of the 
Rules set out in Section 2 of the Acqui- 
sition of Land (Assessment of Com- 
pensation) Act, 1919, are to apply in 
computing values under Part VI as they 
apply in relation to the compulsory 
purchase of interests in land. Rule (3) 
provides, among other things, that the 
special suitability or adaptability of 
land for any purpose shall not be taken 
into account if that purpose is one for 
which there is no market, apart from 
the special needs of a particular pur- 
chaser. 

Where on the appointed day (July |, 
1948) a piece of land was in fact held 
by the owner of the adjoining land to 
whom, and to whom alone— it possessed 
this special value, the effect of Rule (3) 
is to reduce to little or nothing the 
development value disclosed by the 
claim, despite the fact that a substantial 


development charge may be incurred if 


the piece of land is in fact developed in 
this very likely manner. 

| have, therefore, requested the 
Central Land Board, when valuing 
claims under Part VI to proceed on the 
basis of disregarding the provision in 
Rule (3) referred to above, in cases 
where the land was held before the 
appointed day by the claiming owner 
for the purpose of development in 
connection with his business carried on 
on adjoining land. Before the scheme 
is finally made amending legislation will 
be needed to give effect to the arrange- 
ment which | am now describing, but 
from now on the Central Land Board 


will, at my request, proceed on the 
amended basis 
The arrangement which I have 


described will apply to claims of owners 
of land held for the extension of their 
own factory. It will also apply in some 
cases where a building or a plot of 
land adjoining a commercial property 
was held before the appointed day for 
incorporation within that property. It 
will not apply to any case where the 
land was not owned on the appointed 
day by the person to whom it had this 
special value Moreover, it will not 
apply to cases where it is claimed that 
a dwelling house micht te extended over 
its garden; or to increase the unrestricted 
value of a part of a building above that 
which it would have in the open market 
apart from the needs of the owner cf 
the remainder 


It would not be practicable at this 
late stage to allow further claims to be 
made on the £300 million, even though 
potential claimants deliberately omitted 
to put in claims within the time limits 
prescribed by the Act and Regulations, 
because they were of opinion that the 
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application of Rule (3) would render a 


claim fruitless. I cannot at present 
before the scheme to be made under 
Section 58 has been drafted—-say what 


steps it will be necessary to take to 
meet cases of hardship which may be 
found to have arisen from this cause. If 
any such cases are notified to the Board, 
although no action with regard to them 


can be taken at present, they will be 
carefully recorded for such considera-

Norwich is one of the 


four special provincial 
centres of the Festival of Britain, Re during the fort- 
night of the Norwich Festival, June 18-30, 1951, the 
Assembly House will be the Festival Club. The recon- 
struction by Mr. Rowland Pierce, which started as ‘‘a 
battle with decay, dry rot, beetles, neglect and blitz,” 
aimed at preserving the character of the plan and the 
appearance of the interiors of the Assembly House, 
while at the same time bringing the building up to 
date for the enjoyment of the people of Norwich.

Most of the surviving remains of the College and 
even of the succeeding Tudor house are now hidden 
beneath later additions, under the ground or in the 
large cellars and crypt which still exist below parts of

Passing through many hands, the “Chapel Field 
House” saw many alterations and much local history. 


In 1754, the then owner, the Earl of Buckinghamshire, 
headed a number of citizens who decided to erect 
some ‘Assembly Rooms.” Their negotiations re- 
sulted in the fine central rooms of the present build- 
ings; these were designed by Thomas Ivory, 1709- 
1779, the architect for many of the best known 
Georgian buildings of the city, who was also a member 
of the group sponsoring the scheme. The two side 
wings, east and west, are structurally still parts of the 
old house, for the wings originally projected by 
lyory were never built. The central block is now 
scheduled by the Ministry of Works as a National 
Monument.

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advent of the railways, the decline of the Assembly 
House set in. It became just another and rather 
obscure place of meeting. Parts of the property were 
sold; the west wing in 1857 to the Noverres who 
established a school of dancing and built the Noverre 
Hall. In 1901 the buildings became a Girls’ High 
School. 


When the School vacated the buildings in 1932, 
decline was accelerated; they were in turn empty, 
used as a warehouse and let off to various occupants. 
Norwich almost forgot that it possessed Georgian 
Assembly Rooms. During the‘last war the major 
part of the block was used by the Royal Engineers as 
a camouflage school and there is no doubt that this 
occupation saved the building from severe war damage 
if not destruction, for it was hit several times by 
incendiary bombs. 


The site and the buildings were acquired not long 
before the war by the late Alan Colman, the late Sir 
Ernest White and Mr. H. J. Sexton. The last named, 
after the war, created a trust to administer the build- 
ings as an Arts Centre for the benefit of the people of 
Norwich and it is Mr. Sexton who has so generously 
provided the funds t6 enable the necessary alterations 
and restorations to be carried out to fit the Assembly 
House for its new life of usefulness. 


A considerable amount of money has had to be 
spent in ways that do not appear on the surface, for 
years of neglect had taken heavy toll and the buildings 
were suffering from various forms of decay, and the 
attacks of wood-boring beetles. As far as possible, 
however, the principal rooms have now been restored 
to their original appearance; eventhe grey-green colour 
generally adopted for the walls of the rooms is matched 
to the original colour used by Ivory. Modern lighting, 
heating and ventilation has been installed and a new 
fully-equipped kitchen incorporated. New cloak- 
rooms have been added, on the site of an old cottage 


and the school kitchen 


The Noverre Hall has been converted into an Arts 
Cinema seating 272 persons. Its floor has been ramped, 
a new ceiling put in and the walls partly clad in 
acoustic tiles. The equipment has made this little 
cinema the most complete and up to date in Norwich. 
The architect’s drawings of the new proscenium are 
shown on page 676. 


The Music Room on the right of the Centre Room 
has been provided with a new platform. the archi- 
tect’s details of which are shown on page 670. Fabric 
hangings have been introduced to improve the 
acoustics for chamber music. 


The Banquet Room on the left of the Centre Room 
is available for everyday lunches and light refresh- 
ments on the one hand, and full civic or formal 
banquets on the other. 

There are four meeting rooms available for use by 
the public or the societies, associations and of the 
city or county. There is an Exhibition Room, on the 
Ground Floor and other rooms for use as green room 
or additional exhibition rooms as will be seen on the 
plans. The main staircase which links all these rooms 
is new. 

A car park has been provided at the back of the 
Assembly House.

Editorial Notes 


This sheet gives details of openings in external walls of timber framed buildings. 


Details at (A) show a wood window in a timber framed building where weather boarding is used as a facing material. 
A projecting hood is formed at the head of the opening and serves to throw water running down the wall face clear 
of the window. The building paper between weather boarding and diagonal boarding is taken down behind the pro- 
jecting head. Horizontal framing in the form of 4° x 2” studs is used at both head and cill. A hardwood cover 
mould is provided at the jamb to protect ‘he joint between the diagona! boarding and the window frame. A weather 
board (dotted on the drawing) may be necessary at the bottom of the door if conditions are exposed. A channel is 
provided under the door. Water running down the face of the door collects in the channel and escapes on to the 
door cill by means of weep holes. The damp proof course provided at the top of the concrete wall base is taken up 
behind the weather boarding to cill level, thus preventing any water which splashes on the plinth from damaging the 
timber framing behind. 


Details at (B) show a wood window in a timber framed building where corrugated asbestos-cement sheeting is used as 
a facing. A 3 Ib. lead flashing is used at the head. This is taken down to act as a drip, the end of the flashing 
being taken up and copper-nailed to the wood frame. The asbestos-cement sheeting is taken up into a 4° rebate formed 
in the window cill. The flashing at the jamb is copper-nailed in the same way as at the head. A door cill is shown 
on a concrete base-—the usual base to a wall structure of this type. The bitumen damp proof course to the concrete 
floor is lapped over the end of the felt course under the door cill to provide a good joint.

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THI S fireplace has been designed as a stabile, thus forming a suitable contrast to 


the movement in the staircase in the staircase produced last year. 


The merits of such a fireplace are obvious. A flue is often a difficult feature to treat 
architecturally—it would, for example, mar the simplicity of this design. The architects 
feel, therefore, that an entirely new approach must be made. A flueless fire has never been 
considered before—reason enough for the architect of to-day. There being no fire without 
smoke, ducts must be provided in place of the flue. The duct also forms a recessed plinth 
giving a sculptural poise to the fireplace. 


The following comments have been received from experts: 


1). The marble facing to the base is a most suitable material since the natural crazing 
would offset any crazing by excess heat. 


2).. The positioning of the fire-irons gives a three-dimensional quality to an otherwise two- 
dimensional elevation. 


In conclusion the architects would like to point out that the fire would be the most 


economical one in fuel consumption yet designed—its consumption is negligible. Any excess 
building costs, therefore, would be offset by the extremely low maintenance and running costs.

Sir Harry Selley, President of the Federa- 
tion of Master Builders, has made the follow- 
ing comment on the new measures.

“I notice that one report states that 40 per 
cent. of the one million and a quarter mer 
employed in the industry are at present 
working incentive schemes This, of course, 
is a gross exaggeration. I doubt if more than 
4 per cent. of the men are working such 
schemes The majority of the so-called 
incentive schemes being worked to-day are 
not being used to step-up the rate of building 
but as a sort of disguised method of enticing 
labour from one building site to another 
This practice has had calamitious effects on 
the industry.”

Equalising Depreciation and Upkeep Costs 


by S. Howard Withey, F.Comm.A., etc. 


ESPITE the greatly improved efficiency of 
many units of building equipment and 


_ the relatively low cost of maintaining groups 


and sections of plant, the expenses incurred by 
builders on repairs and renewals of productive 
assets have for some time shown a definite 
tendency to expand with the gradual but 
unavoidable decline in capital value, and with 
“make-and-mend™ the order of the day it is 
now advisable to adopt methods of computing 
and recording depreciation which have the 
effect of equalising the combined charges over 
the period of service or useful life of each pro- 
ductive installation. 


This was emphasised in the case of a firm 
of builders and contractors whose piant was 
valued at £125,000 for balance sheet purposes 
as at December 31, 1948 and who had entered 
into a number of important contracts covering 
varying periods from three to six years. In 
view of the nature and extent of the building 
work to be undertaken, this firm's planning 
department was instructed to prepare a 
budget for plant maintenance over a period 
of five years, and when completed this budget 
showed progressive increases from £5,000 for 
the first year to £20,000 for the fifth vear, as 
follows:

At a conference it was agreed that after 
another five years’ operation the plant would 
possess a break-up value of about £40,000. 
This implied that if an equal proportion of the 
capital cost was written off each year, the 
combined charge for depreciation and upkeep 
for inclusion in the building costs would 
increase from £22,000 in 1949 to £37,000 in 
1983, as demonstrated in the following table:

Architects, however, will 

T appreciate the value of the accident of different shrinkages in the kiln, which results, after grading, 
N oO. 4, in tiles with dimensions varying from 54” to 64”. This provides a useful latitude of 4” per tile. 


The basic material from which these tiles are made is Shropshire clay—taken from six different 

sources to ensure average regularity of composition—to which ground flint is added. The ground 

flint consists of flint pebbles calcined and afterwards ground in water to a great degree of fineness. 

The calcining process reducing the specific gravity to the required figure of 2.5: the exact S.G., 

determining the amount of dry material contained in a slop pint of a given weight. If the specific 

gravity is below 2.5 the dry material contained in a slop pint will be greater than if the S.G. is higher. 

As the mixing of the materials is carried out by volume, variations of this nature result in variations

4 that a slight excess of flint in the tile body causes peeling and a slight deficiency crazing. The clays

inch and the resultan¢ tile shipe, with key on the reverse side, is removed from the pattern, brushed, 
and stacked in a natural drying chamber for four weeks 


At the end of this period the unburnt tiles are stacked in a biscuit oven. Owing to the position 
of the flues round the sides and up the centre of this oven, the average temperature of 1,140 deg. C 
varies so that tiles in different positions shrink to slightly differing sizes 


The firing process takes from 6} to 7 days. The first four days are taken up by the process of 
“*smoking"’ in which the remaining moisture is extracted from the tiles over a low fire. During the 
next 24 days the heat is gradually increased to 1,140 deg. C. which concludes the firing process 
After this a further 4) days of cooling elapses before the tiles can be removed from the oven for 
sorting into exact sizes, after which they are glazed 


The glaze composition varies considerably depending on the finish required. Basically they are 
Lead-Alumina-Silicates with additions of Boric acid and Sodium and Potassium oxides. This type 
of mixture produces a clear bright glaze. Additions of the oxides of Titanium, Tin and Zinc being 
added to produce eggshell finishes. Generally speaking the colour of the glaze is obtained by the 
addition of 0.01 per cent. to | per cent. of metallic oxides Manganese for fawn shades, copper for 
greens, iron for creams and browns and cobalt for blue 


The colour itself makes little difference to cost, this being governed by the type of finish required, 
i.e., matt or glossy 


Tiles are both hand and mechanically dipped. The mechanical dipping is effected by transporting 
the unglazed tiles on a belt which passes through a ‘‘waterfall’’ of liquid glaze 


Until this year the tiles were then passed through a long tunnel kiln, 200 feet in length, the process 
taking 34 hours. 


Since the installation of the electrically operated kiln, illustrated here, not only has the ground area 


required been reduced, but also the time factor to 15 hours. Greater regularity of firing temperature 
is obtained owing to the disposition of the heating elements and the smal! cross section of the passages 
This results in uniformity in the finished product. These passages, 24 in number, are arranged in 
six banks of four. Twelve of the passages being loaded from one end and twelve from the other 


Each twelve discharging the finished tiles at opposite ends. This contraflow principal results in 
great economy in fuel consumption, as the heat from cooling goods is taken up by the ingoing goods 
travelling in the opposite direction in the adjacent passages
